STATES.—The number of cotton factories in 
the United States in 1810 was reported to be 
251, and the number of spindles estimated 
at 9G,400, an average of 400 for each mill.

Tested in cottou manufacturers, and 100.000 
persons Were employed; 21,000,009 pounds 
of cotton were cousumed,producing 81,000,- 
BOO yards of cloth, valued nt $24,300,000. 
In Bhode Island, Massachusetts, aiid Con- 
necticut were 1C", .mills, with 119,310 spin- 
dles; and it has been estimated that the total 
number of spindles at that time was 350,000. 
Power-looms soon afterward coming into 
general use, tho number of spindles iu- 
treasid to 1,500,0000 in 1830, and 1,750,000 
in 1835. 
Complete and trustworthy statis- 


tics of cotton manufacturers seem to havo 
been first reported by the census of 
1840. 


There were then in the United States 1 210 
mills, with 2,2S4,G3t spindles, and 129 dye. 
ing and printing establishments.

6C5,095 spindles; Rhode Island, 20& mills 
with 818,817 spiudlec: New York, 117 mills, 
with 211.059 spindles; and Connecticut, 110 
mills, with 131,319 spindles. In 1850 there
